Senior citizens property 
tax assistance is available 
in addition to the $70 Horne- 
owners Property Tax Relief 
payment which many per¬ 
sons have already received, 
he said. This means that a 
qualified senior citizen 
could receive the $70 from 
the Homeowners Property 
Tax Relief Program and still 
get an additional reim¬ 
bursement from the Senior 
Citizens Program of up to 
95 per cxjnt of the balance of 
the ,property taxes. 

To be eligible for senior 
citizens property tax as¬ 
sistance, claimants must be 
over 65 years of age as of 
January 1, 1969; must own 
and occupy their own home;

In that interest, the local 
MO T O R E D E committee, 
which encompasses the area 
of Arcadia, Duarte, Mon¬ 
rovia and Sierra Madre, de¬ 
cided to present two half- 
hour films, “The Hippies,” 
and “The Pied Pipers.”

which then could be applied to the cost of annexation. In 
turn the MWD would take over the State Contract. 

TAX RATE 

The current tax rate for the MWD is 16c and for 
the SGVMWD is 12c. Mr. Brown states that if the SGV- 
MWD were to go ahead with the state project, in the 
1971 the district would have a tax rate of 55c tapering 
down as years go by. By joining the MWD and applying 
the $2 million repaid to the district by the MWD for an¬ 
nexation fee a maximum tax rate of 34c can be kept 
and would start tapering down in 1984. Tax rates are 
established by the district and are subject to change 
at the will of the district. Mr. Wagner points out that 
L.A., largest member of MWD, has been paying approxi¬ 
mately 1/3 of the amount of taxes for the entire MWD 
and is receiving only 8 per cent of the water. Unless a 
more equitable arrangement can be made they are con¬ 
sidering dropping from the district. 

If this happens, no one knows how their share 
of the burden would be met; by other members picking 
up the tab or by legal authority decreeing that L.A. would 
need to honor the contract. Mr. Wagner further states 
that the cutting of tax rates without including the cost 
of water is meaningless since the total cost need to be 
met. Total costs are met by the combination of revenue 
from taxes and water.

^Meaningful Tax 
Reform & Relief 
Urged Bg Dorn 

statewide drive to gain 
"meaningful” tax reform 
and property tax relief was 
initiated today by Super¬ 
visor 'Warren Dorn. 

On Dorn’s motion, the 
Board of Supervisors in¬ 
structed the Chief Adminis¬ 
trative Officer and County 
Counsel to work with the 
County Supervisors’ Associa¬ 
tion of California on de¬ 
velopment of a constitu¬ 
tional amendment to submit 
to the voters. 

Dorn, president of CSAC, 
said “it appears — es,pecial- 
ly property owners — will 
get little or nothing in the 
way of relief out of Sacra¬ 
mento.” 

He criticized moves by the 
govern,or and "others in 
Sacramento” toward a state 
property tax. 

Dorm said the amendment 
would include prohibiting 
the state from forcing pro¬ 
grams on counties unless 
the .necessary funds flow 
with the programs. 

"One reason county prop¬ 
erty owners cannot gain tax 
relief is that the state an’d 
federal governments man¬ 
date various programs — in¬ 
cluding welfare — but fail 
to supply the funds forcing 
this burde.n on property 
owners,” he added.

Drivers Licensing 

The latest in licensing 
drivers is by means of elec¬ 
tronic machines. 

Chosen for testing the ef¬ 
fectiveness of this new me¬ 
thod, the Tacoma, Washing¬ 
ton, area intends to find out 
how much drivers really 
know, not just how thor¬ 
oughly they memorize the 
vehicle code. 

How does this method 
work? Driving simulators, 
individual testing machines, 
and group testing systems 
all make it work. ’Then, too, 
machines called computer 
terminals do their part, look 
up a driver’s record in sec- 
ons, determine if the driver 
needs to be re-examined be¬ 
fore the renewal of his li¬ 
cense. 

To measure a driver’s 
ability to apply his know¬ 
ledge to real traffic situa¬ 
tions, to is pointed out, 
questions based on color 
photographs of such situa¬ 
tions replace the familiar 
multiple-choice questions. 

Projected on a screen, a 
slide screen for group test¬ 
ing on a small video screen 
with push buttons for indi¬ 
vidual testing, the illustrat¬ 
ed questions alert the driv¬ 
er to the seriousness of his 
job on the road.

It is now 
grown extensively in central 
and southern Europe and in 
the rich valleys of Southern 
California. 

The bulk of Paprika is 
consumed in the United 
States, which most is im¬ 
ported from Spain. It is one 
of the most misunderstood 
spices as we .usually think 
of it as a garnish. Its flavor 
goes with almost anything, 
which makes it ideal for 
that little extra something 
added to a rather bland 
food. 

The Boll Pepper (Capis- 
cum frutescens) is a genus 
of the potato family is a 
native of the tropics where 
they grow on woody peren¬ 
nial shrubs 6 to 8 inches 
high. 

'They are grown in tem¬ 
perate latitudes as tender 
annuals, which make a 
growth of 1 to 3 feet dur¬ 
ing a summer and bear pod 
like berries with thick rinds 
which may be eaten green 
or may be allowed to ripen 
to a bright red or yellow, 
depending on the variety.
